LETTER FROM JUDGE HOWE. 60 


We have from the first taken a great interest in 
the experiment in Wyoming, of allowing juries to 
be composed of both men and women, and as we 
saw many contradictory statements in regard to the 
Wyoming juries going the rounds of the press, we 
wrote tothe,Hon. J. H. Howe, Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of that Territory, requesting him to 
give us his views as to the success of the experiment. 
We are pleased to publish the letter of Judge Howe, 
which isall the most sanguine friend. of the cause 
could desire... The Judge, after: writing the letter, 
upon request consented to its publication as written : 

“CHEYENNE, Wyoming, April 4, 1870. 
“Mas. Myra BRADWELL, Chicago, Ill., 

“Dean Madam : Iam in receipt of your favor of 
the 26th ultimo, in Which you request me to give, 
you a truthfulstatement, over my own signature, 
for publication in your paper, of the history of, and 
observations in regard to, the woman grand and 
petit jurors in Wyoming.’ Iwill comply with your 
request, with this qualification, that itbe not pub- 
lished over my own signature, as I do not covet news- 
paper publicity, and have already, without any 
agency or fault of my own, been subjected to an 
amount of it which I never anticipated nor conceived 
of, and which has been tar from agreeable to me. 

“Thad no agencyin the enactment of the law in 
Wyoming conferring legal equality upon woman. 
I found it upon the statute book of that Territory, 
and in accordance with its provisions several woman 
were legally drawn by the proper officers on the 
grand and petit juries of Albany county, and were 
duly summoned by the Sheriff without any agency 
of mine. On being apprised of these facts, I con- 
ceived it to be my plain duty to fairly enforce this 
law, as I would any other ; and more than this, I 
resolyed at once that, as it had fallen to my lot to
